MUCO-OORll the undersigned had refrained from divulging this information to 
AECASSOWARY 3 since it was felt, best to withhold this until the matter either 
was passed over without harming AECASSOWARY 1 or unless it became so acute 
that AECASSOWARY 1 had to be advised accordingly. Apparently, however, the 
headquarters AERODYNAMIC case officer briefed AECASSOWARY 2 on the topic 
and he, quite naturally, wanted AECASSOWARY 3 to obtain more information from 
the Munich end. Evidently, the headquarters case officer assumed this nat- 
ter was brought to the attention of AECASSOWARY 3 by the Munich case officer, 
and therefore it was alright for him to do likewise. While the headquarters 
case officer is correct in assuming that there is a relatively free ex- 
change of information with the AECASSOWARTES, there is no reason for him to 
conclude that everything affecting AECASSOWARY 1 is automatically massed 
to them even before KNBARK has had time to consider any given problem. This 
especially applies to the information passed in tMs case.) In any case, 
AECASSOWARY 3»s broaching of the subject of AECASSOWARY 2*s letter and sub- 
sequent questions he asked, put the undersigned on the spot and in an embar- 
rassing position for AECASSOWARY 3 .immediately concluded, and rightly so, 
that the status of his organization was in serious jecrardy and the under- 
signed had never said anything to hpm about ft, AECASSOWARY 3 then followed

up with a series of questions, i.e. , when did the Germans begin to show 
this peculiar interest in AECASSCWA.RY 1, which branch of the German govern- 
ment was behind the move, what were their plans, etc. The undersigned 
told AECAS SOWARY 3 that he had refrained from mentioning this matter earlier 
because he lacked all thf& f?.cts and therefore wanted to wait until he 
could present a complete picture. He further stated that the Germans (no 
further identification) were primarily interested in A-ECA VATINA l's acti- 
vities but went a step further and wanted to know about AECASSOWARY l's 
intelligence activities too. The undersigned pointed out to AECASSOWARY 3 
that the German inquiries were made through the American Consulate and 
therefore the procurement of facts by the undersigned's unit depended on 
liaison* The undersigned told AECASSOWARY 3 the Germans were well aware 
of AECASSOWARY l's political activity in the emigration and American sup- 
port of it and that there was nothing for him to worry about here. However, 
the Germans were interested in knowing the extent of AECASSOWARY l's in- 
telligence activity to which we replied that it was non-existent. The 
undersigned assured AECASS01ARY 3 he would keep him advised of future develop- 
ments in the case* Needless to say, that although AECASSOWARY 3 accepted 
the above explanation, he gave the impression that he believed there was 
more to the case than the undersigned cared to tell*

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1. After paying AECASSOWARY 3 the newspaper subsidy — the reason for 
the meeting in the first place ~ the remainder of the time was spent talking 
about the uprising in Hungary, this discussion being climaxed by AECASSOTARY 6's 
request for permission to visit the nearest Austrian- Hungarian border point for 
the purpose of observing developments there and perhaps meeting with any 
Ukrainian Soviet army defectors who might have defected to the side of the 
rebels and were in the border area. The undersigned agreed with soundness 
of this request and told AECASSOWARY 6 he would think about it. (Actually, 
this could be done for all AECASS 6 need do is obtain Austrian visa and go.) 

In line with this discussion, AECASS 6 said that on Friday, 26 October, 
a stranger knocked on his door who appeared from his conversation and looks 
be Hungarian. He said this stranger had written a letter to one (fnu) 

NNESEY informing him of his arrival in Munich but HENNESEY was not at 
home and it was terribly urgent that he find HENNESEY. (According to AECASS 6 
there is a person fitting HENNESEY' s description in the building.). This 
stranger was quite emotional about not finding HENNESEY at home and AECASS 6 
surmised he was an Hungarian agent living in Austria who was being run by 
some branch of American intelligence. In any case, AECASS 6 advised this 
stranger to return later in the evening. AECASS 6 assumes the stranger did 
this and found HENNESEY for this was the last he saw of him. 



2. AECASS 3 reported that Lyubomir QRTINSKYY emigrated to America.

UKRAINIANS IN AUSTRALIA 



At present there are 20,000 Ukrainians in Australia. They came to Australia 
following WWII from camps in Germany, China or Kenya. The majority of 
Ukrainians in Australia are industrial -workers. 60$ are members of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Church, served by 8 priests, which falls under the juris- 
diction of the local Catholic hierarchy; and k0% belong to the Orthodox Church* 
UAgJMT^The Ukrainian Autocephalic Orthodox Church) in Australia is served by 
J^ishop Sylvester (Hayevsky) but the majority of Ukrainian Orthodox still 
Delong to the synod which falls under the jurisdiction o whnp Hryhoriy in 
the United States and a smaller group belongs to the Russian Orthodox Church*

There are various Ukrainian societies and organizations in Australia which 
in 1950 were united in the Association of Ukrainian Organizations in Australia 
(SUOA)* Of the more important organizations belonging to this Association are: 
Soyouz Ukrainok (the Association of Ukrainian Women), SUM (Association of 
Ukrainian Youth), Plast (Scouts), ODUM, combatant organizations, DOBRUS, 
political organizations, sports clubs, student groups, theatrical groups and 
choirs. All these organizations have made considerable ef forte in the 
popularization of Ukrainian affairs in Australia, chiefly through art events 
and political manifestations (as for example, the commemoration of the 20th 
anniversary of the famine in the Ukraine), 

There is a Ukrainian press in Australia: the weekly YEDNIST 1 (Oneness) , in 

Adelaide, and VILN 1 NA DUMKA (Free Thought) , in Sydney; educational literature - 
the monthly SLOVO (VvordJ , in Melbourne, and a newspaper for the Ukrainian 
Orthodox, NASH HQLOS (Our Voice). There are a good number of Ukrainian 
educators, united in the NTSH and UVAN (full name of organization not known to 
translator). A number of them are employed by Australian educational institutions.
